That sums up what’s been hap­ 
pening to the Marshall Plan in 
this slow-paced, unexciting ses- j 
sion of congress. 
More than a year ago president 
Truman laid the plan in congress’ 
lap to help Europe recover from 
the war. 
And last year congress approved ; 
it and voted money to keep it: 
going one year. But it’s a four- 
year plan.' 
So, for each of the four years; 
it 
must come 
before 
congress, I 
which then has to decide to: 
1. K ill 
it altogether, 
instead! 
of letting it run the full four years, j 
(That’s not going to happen this; 
year.) 
2. Or, approve it for another j 
year and vote money for it for I 
another year, suiting itself on how 
much money it votes. 
In congress there’s a big differ- ; 
ence between approving (author- 
izing) 
something 
and 
voting j 
money (appropriating) for it. 
They're two separate actions. 
Congress 
may 
authorize some- j 
thing but not get around to ap- j 
propriating for it for weeks or I 
months. 
So this year the plan came up’ 
in congress again. In April the 
House- and Senate authorized it J 
for one year more. 
That was in the spring and Mr. 
Truman had asked congress to 
appropriate $4,200,000,000 for it j 
for another year. 
Dawdling along with other stuff,1 
congress didn’t get around to ap­ 
propriating money for tile plan 
till this summer. 
The House acted in June on that 
but decided Mr. Truman was ask­ 
ing too much and trimmed the; 
total. 
Then it was the Senate’s turn 
since there couldn’t be any appro- I 
priation at all unless the Senate, 
also voted money and both Houses I 
were in agreement on how much. 1 
B u t- 
Before the Senate could vote, 
it had to have an appropriations 
bill outlining how the money was 
to be spent. 
It’s the job of the senate’s ap­ 
propriations committee to prepare 
the bill. This it did. 
But it also thought the president 
was asking too much. Like the 
House, it decided the total should 
be chopped. 
But the senate appropriations 
committee went a step further. 
It wrote these instructions into 
the bill before sending it up to 
the senate for a vote: 
One billion, 800 million dollars 
of the total money (including that 
for occupied areas), should be 
used for buying surplus American 
crops—like tobacco, cotton, wheat, 
dairy stuff— to send to Europe. 
This brought a steaming argu­ 
ment last week when the senate 
got around to voting appropri­ 
ations for the plan.

Fire Chief George Hall quelled 
scattered reports that he wasn’t 
in favor of rural fire protection 
in Fayette County today. 
Hall said he wanted to clarify 
his views on the matter by saying:

The Washington C. H. fire chief 
explained that

Com­ 
peten t thin kers on gov ern men t policy feel 
that such an appoin tmen t should be mad e 
on the groun d s of higher qualification s 
than stron g New Deal ten d en cies. Clark is 
regard ed as on e of the New Deal s most 
en thusiastic ad v ocates. 
The party apportion men t of the Court 
remain s the same as before, eight Demo­ 
crats an d on e Republican . That poin t is a 
thorn in the sid e of man y people of promi­ 
n en ce in the n ation who argue that the 
Supreme Court should retain approximate­ 
ly ev en political balan ce at all times. The 
lon e Republican , Justice Harold H. Burton 
of Ohio, is also a Truman appoin tee. 
Howev er, n o man should be jud ged too 
harshly in takin g ov er n ew respon sibilities 
un til he prov es un fit for the job. 
As attorn ey-gen eral, Clark has been n oted 
chiefly for his v igorous prosecution of an ti­ 
trust laws an d for occasion al friction with 
the 
Fed eral 
Bureau 
of 
In v estigation . 
Througout his twelv e years in the Depart­ 
men t of Justice, where he began as a min or 
legal employee, he was kn own as a man of 
great en ergy, who d id n ot hesitate to burn 
the mid n ight oil, a man who could take 
hold of an assign men t an d d o a good job 
at it. He has n ot been called an un pred ict­ 


able ma n; the cha ra cteristics fo r which he 
ha s been kno wn in prev io us public serv ice 
ma y be wo rth so mething in estima ting his 
future influence a s a Supreme Co urt jus­ 
tice. His v ig o ro us pa rtisa nship, pa rticula rly 
in his leftist thinking , ma y be o f less v alue 
in the n ation ’s highest court, than if he were 
outstan d in g In his kn owled ge of law an d 
d ev otion to soun d prin ciples of gov ern ­ 
men t. 


W hat About Deficit 
If a gov ern men t can n ot balan ce its bud ­ 
get in time of peace, when can it? That is 
the 60 billion d ollar question tod ay, as Mr. 
Truman prepares to push us in to peacetime 
d eficit fin an cin g. It is elemen tary that con ­ 
stan tly risin g Fed eral d ebt is a stron g in ­ 
flation ary factor, but the ev id en ce is moun t­ 
in g that Mr. Truman an d his assistan ts wan t 
in flation . They are scared to d eath of an y­ 
thin g like a return to stable con d ition s, be­ 
cause they are afraid of un employmen t, 
price d eclin es, an d an ythin g else 
which 
their experts pred ict as the con sequen ces 
of such stabilizin g d ev elopmen ts. Un for­ 
tun ately. workers who fin d that their earn ­ 
in gs buy little as prices moun t may n ot look 
forward to such con d ition s. 
Fo r gen eration s, men an d women hav e 
been taught the merit of liv in g within their 
inco mes. The same truth that an ythin g else 
mea ns d isaster is just as true for n ation s as 
for families. Mr. Trum an ’s efforts to ign ore 
this fun d amen tal truth must be repud iated 
by the n ation as it would be repud iated for 
our families.
